A pattern that was to carry her sons fram the rockbound coast of Massachusetts Bay to the 

golden sands of the Pacific Ocean, and, was eventually to build a baker's dozen of colonies 
into a great nation, took shape very early in settlement of New England. When ancestries are 
traced and town histories searched, this pattern soon becomes evident as does the fact that 
not all early New England towns were started as refuges for those who had been "persecuted 
for righteousness’ sake". Quite different motives at times roused our pioneers to move on 
and found new towns. 


This theme is well illustrated by the story of Robert Bartlett (1603-1676), who was an 
early settler of three New England towns, Cambridge, Massachusetts, Hartford, Connecticut, 
and Northampton, Massachusetts. He appeared in New Town (now Cambridge) only twelve years 
after the Pilgrins made Plymouth Rock immortal. 


The story of the founding of Cambridge is, perhaps, unique. It was planned by Governor 
Winthrop and his Assistants to be a fortified tom, the seat of the government and the resi- 
dence of the rulers of the Bay Colony. The first houses were built in New Town in the spring 
of 1631 by Thamas Dudley, Deputy Governor, and a few others. From this time the records show 
evidence of careful planning: the town should not be enlarged until all vacant lots were 
filled; all houses should be covered with slate or boards, not with thatch; all houses should 
stand just six feet from the street. So successful was this planning that Wood in his "New 
England's Prospect” could write in 1633: "This is one of the neatest and best compacted 
towns in New England, having many fair structures, with many handsane contrived streets.” 
Obviously, the design to make New Town the seat of Government did not succeed although the 
General Court did meet there for a time. At such a mesting, on November 15, 1637, "the 
College" was "ordered to be at New Tom". But in September, 1638, the meetings of the Court 
were fixed at Boston. 


When Robert Bartlett left Cambridge for Hartford is not known but perhaps he went with 
the party of the Reverend Thomas Hooker. With the story of the Hooker party and the founding 
of Hartford, we encounter a familiar theme in the history of New England - that of a minister 
who fled to Holland to escape fines and imprisonment for his non-confomity, and a congrega- 
tion who turned their eyes to America in the hope that there they might enjoy the leadership 
of such a pastor. When Mr. Hooker arrived at New Town, in September, 1633, he was immediately 
installed as pastor of the First Church, composed largely of his forzer parishioners, who had 
come there about a year earlier. 


In spite of the attractions of New Town, dissatisfaction soon appeared. At the General 
Court, May 14, 1634, "Those of New Town complained of straitness of land... and desired 
leave of the Court to look out either for enlargement or removal, which was granted.” It 
seems certain that sanething more fundamental than the alleged want of land was responsible 
for what Winthrop called the "strong bent of their spirits to move." Thomas Hooker and his 
followers held views that must have made them unhappy and apprehensive under a government 
that had so recently banished Roger Williams. Under the date of May 31, 1636, Winthrop says: 
"Mr. Hooker, pastor of the church of New Town and most of his congregation went to Connec- 
ticut. His wife was carried on a horse litter; and they drove one hundred and sixty cattle, 
and fed of their milk by the way." 


It was on the second anniversary of this exodus that Thomas Hooker preached before the 
General Court of Connecticut (composed of the elected representatives of Hartford, Wethers- 
field, and Windsor) the famous sermon in which he declared that "the choice of public magi- 
strates belongs unto the people by God's own allowance" and that "they who have the power 
to appoint officers and magistrates, it is in their power to set bounds and linitations of 
the power and place unto which they call them.” That thir was a doctrine familiar to the 
inhabitants of Connecticut is evident from the fact that e constitution embodying it was 
drafted within a few months. On January 14, 1638-9, the General Court, assembled in the 
meeting-house in Hartford, adopted "the first written constitution in the history of nations." 


Hartford grew slowly. In 1654, the number of rateable persons was only one hundred 
seventy-seven, yet the "strong bent to remove" was already stirring there. In May, 1653, 
twenty-four Connecticut men (ten from Hartford) petitioned the General Court of Massachusetts 
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for liberty to "plant Nonotuck" (later Northampton). On Mey 18, the petition was granted 
but it was a year later when the first settlers reached Nonotuck. The motive for this latest 
removal appears to have been a purely cammercial one. The name Nonotuck means "the midst of baad 

the river". The tortuous course of the Connecticut and its branches, the Mill and Manhan 
Rivers, overflowing their banks every spring, provided meadow lands clear, or nearly clear, 
of trees. This tillable land in abundance and facilities for trading with the Indians were 
the attractions. Dut, not to be forgotten was the adventurous spirit that had led men to 
brave the perils of the Atlantic and to leave the comparative security of the Bay towns for 

the dangers of a practically unknown wilderness. Of the eight men who were probably in the 

first group to arrive at Nonotuck not only Robert Bartlett, but, also. Edward Elmer, Thomas 

Root, William Holton, and Richard Lyman had been proprietors of Hartford and, earlier, of 

Cambridge. 








Adventurous spirits though they were, the first settlers of Northampton were typical 
Puritans and their lives centered round and were dominated by their church. Before the first 
year had passed a meeting-house of "Sawen Timber" was ordered built. At best the dwellings 
were built of hewn timber but for anything so important as their meeting-house only laborious- 
ly hand sawn timber would do. This small house was soon outgrown and Robert Bartlett was one 
of the committee chosen to plan the second meeting-house. Later to this meeting-house came, 
es the town's third minister, the most distinguished citizen Northampton was to have in an 
existence of three hundred years, Jonathan Edwards. 


Northampton suffered less than many New England towns from the Indians. [From the first 
they received fair treatment. For their lands they received “one hundred fathum of Wampam 
by Tale and Tenn coates (besides some suall gifts)". In addition the ancient deed specifies 
that the Indians were to be allowed to plant their customary corn fields in the spring of 
1654 and that during the next swmer, the settlers were to plow sixteen acres of land on the 
other side of the river for the Indians. It was not until the outbreak of King Philips War 
that the first Northampton lives were lost to the Indians. Im the attack on the tcrm on March 
14, 1676, Robert Bartlett was killed. He was then about sixty-three years old. Had he lived, 
might he not have felt once more that "bent to remove". It had been active again in the 
spirits of some of his neighbors, some of them men in their sixties, and twenty families fram 
Northampton had almost three years before moved up the river to found the new town of North- ag 
field. Attacked by the Indians and abandoned before the attack on Northampton, Northfield 
was again occupied after the death of Philip. 








Samel Bartlett was the only son of Robert who left descendants. In 1687, he built a 
grist mill on the Manhan River in the part of the town that was later set off as Easthampton. 
He gave it to his son Joseph and for one hundred and seventy years its ownership continued 
in the same family. This line is typical of the old New England family which stayed rooted 
generation after generation. Similar stories may be found in other town histories, but it 
is believed that such tenancy is unusual and, like extraordinary longevity, the circumstance 
most apt to be recorded. It is not the real New England pattern, the American pattern. 
Americans move on.

Introduction 


The firet of this family in america were John! Swasey nd his two sons, Joseph® and John”, 
Jr. who emigrated about 1632 and settled in Salem, Mass. Tradition says that they were Quakers 
from Wales. When Gov. Endicott, the strictest of Puritans in a Puritan canmunity, expelled all 
Baptists, Episcopalians and Quakers, John2 Swasey was obliged to leave the colony. He moved to 
Setauket on Long Island, in Suffolk Co., N.Y.; then after a short time he went to Southold on 
the extreme end of Long Islamd where he was joined by his son John®, His estate in Salem was 
left to his other son Joseph® Swasey. 


The information which follows on thess Long Island Swaseys is based on the Genealogy of the 
Swasey Family, 1910, by Benjamin Franklin Swasey of Exeter, N.H.

About 1737 they moved from Southold to German Valley in 
New Jersey, where they took up residence in Roxbury, now Chester. 

They had twelve 
children as follows, the six youngest, all minors, were listed in their father's will:

He had children: Henry, Conrad, John, Ellen, Nancy, 
and Jacob.

The author of the Swayze Genealogy lists Christopher Swayze, 1763-1827, the subject of this 
canpilation, as "probably of the Barnabas Swayze line", but since he is not named in Barnabas’ 
will, filed Apr. 2, 1779, perhaps he was a grandson rather than a son of Barnabas® Swayze. 

In his book, The Early Germans of New Jeresy, 1895, T. F. Chambers writes of a “Joseph 
Swayze (probably a son of Israel of Hope, though not mentioned in the will of the latter); 
collector of Knowlton Twsp., 1768; brother to Daniel who d. 1779; had children: 

"Christopher Swayze, b. 1764, m. Miss Sillman. 

"Joseph Swayze, b. Dec. 24, 1766; d. 1858; m. Rachel Smith, b. 1766; d. Dec. 13, 1846. 

“Phebe Swayze. Ruth Swayze. Patience Swayze. Mary Swayze." 





However, Israel5 Swayze (Samel*, Joseph®, John*, John?) , Chamber's presumed father of 
Joseph above, who died Aug. 27, 1774, left a will on file in Trenton, N.J., naming his six 
sons, Obadiah, Israel, Joshua, Caleb, James and Jacob, and his three married deughters, but 
no Joseph and no Daniel. 

On the other hand, Barnabas? Swayze, considered above, did have a son Joseph and also a son 
Daniel who died in 1779. In consideration of all these facts, is it not possible that Chris- 
topher Swayze, 1763-1827, whose descendants are given hereafter, might have been a son of Jos- 
eph® Swayze (Barnabas”, Sanmel*, Joseph®, John®, John)?

Christopher Swayze's ancestry, a8 explained in our introduction, remains to be proved. In 
all probability, he was a grandson of Barnabas” Swayze (Samuel*, Joseph®, John2, John!), of 
Chester, N.J. It is possible that Sarah Davis, whom he married in 1786, was his second wife. 

Traditionally, Sarah's father, William Davis came from Wales to New Jersey, where he and his 
brother David Davis bought a large tract of land on which the city of Newark was built. 

In 1831, a few years after her husband's death, Sarah (Davis) Swayze with several of her 
children moved to Michigan and settled in Oakland Twsp., Oakland Co.

Middletown, Conn., was settled in 1650 and included at that time the present towns of Mid- 
Glefield, Middletown, Cromwell and, east of the Conmcticut River, Portland and East Hampton. 
The two latter towns were set aside as Chatham in 1767. 

The present list of inscriptions does not include any for Cromwell, or Upper Houses of Mid- 
dletown, as the section was known in Colonial times. 


Old Middletown or McDonough Cemetery 





This cemetery is located where Route 15 swings into Middletown proper, diagonally across 
the road from St. John's Roman Catholic Church. 

The early stones in this section are of good quality; but later, about Revolutionary times, 
the quality of the sandstone taken from the quarries on the east side of the river was very 
poor. Many of these later stones have disintegrated until the texture of the stone is today 
little better than that of hard granulated sugar.

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DESCENDANTS OF MR. HENJAMIN THQMSON OF ELIZABETH, NEW JERSEY

The surname Thanson, or Thompson, probably originated as "Tom's son", and the family of 
that name is one of the most ancient and numerous in all Scotland. At an early date some of 
the Thansons moved with their compatriots into northern Ireland, and even to the present day 
the family is well represented among the Scotch-Irish in Ulster. 

The name of Thomson is common to England, Scotland and Ireland, differing only in the 
addition or anission of the letter 'P'. In all the early Scotch records the spelling is 
Thomson, and the family belonged to the Clan Campbell of Argyll, Argyllshire, in the south- 
west portion of Scotland, just across the North Channel from County Antrim in the extreme 
northwestern part of Ireland. 


First Generation in America 


I. BENJAMIN THOMSON, b. in Northern Ireland about 1699; d. Elizabeth, N.J., Mar. 25, 1760. 
His widow Phebe Thomson is said to have been born in the north of Scotland. 

The exact date of Mr. Thomson's enigration and settlement in New Jersey is not definitely 
established, but it was long prior to the Revolution. He was a man of importance and means, 
and a magistrate under the Crown. When he "Dyed without a Will as far as they know and as 
thev Verily Believe", his "Widow and relict Phebe Thompson" and George Frazee, tailor, both 
of "Elizabeth Town" were on April 17, 1760 "duly authorized to Qualify as Administrators" of 
his estate. The deceased was interred in the churchyard of the First Presbyterian Church of 
Elizabeth, N.J., where his tombstone is enscribed, "Here Lies ye Remains of Mr. Benjamin 
Thompson, who died March the 25th A.D. 1760. In the 62nd Year of his Age." Both Mr. Thomson 
and his wife were members of this church.

Warren Co., N.Y., about 1819, Susannah Harris, 
dau. Joseph Harris, a Revolutionary veteran, wounded in action and during his later years a 
pensioner. 

Charles and his brother Benjamin Thamson were among the early settlers of the town of 
Johnsburg. Shortly before 1800 they came to Warren (then Washington) County to live at "Elm 
Hill" in the household of John Thurman, after whom the town of Johnsburg was named. 


This John Thurman has been traditionally identified as a guardian of the Thamson boys; so, 
on the presumption that he was probably either a relative or a family friend, it may not be 
deemed irrelevent to introduce here a brief account of his life and activities. John Thuman, 
Jr., of “English parentage”, was born in New York City, Feb. 27, 1732. Before the Revolution, 
he was a merchant and was well established in the financial, mercantile and political life of 
New York. He took an active part in protesting the various acts "of Parliamentary aggression 
on the liberty of the people” which preceded the War for Independence. But when matters took 
a@ more radical turn, he opposed the final break with the Crown, declined to take the oath of 
allegiance to the State of New York, and was delivered by court order within the British lines. 
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Yet, he does not seem to have teken an active part in favor of the Crown or held any office 
or appointment under that authority; for, by an act of the legislature of New York on lmy 12, s ‘ 
1784, he was restored to his country as before and suffered no loss of his estate. 

In 1788 John Thurman purchased from the state for 1400 pounds "Towmship No. 12 in Jessup's 
Purchase, estimated to contain twenty-four thousand acres." There on Beaver, now Nill Creek, 
he built a saw and grist mill, and soon after, an ashery, a distillery and a store. These 
were the beginning of Johnsburg, N.Y. A few years later he bduilt his own residence nearby 
and as a further enducement to colonization he put up a cotton factory, which is said to have 
spun, woven, and printed the first calico made in America. 

On Sept. 27, 1809, in the town of Bolton on Lake George, lir. Thurman was gored by a vicious 
bull and died soon thereafter. He was never married. 


Charles C. Thomson was reared in Johnsburg where he learned the blacksmithing trade. For 
a time he carried the mail by horseback from Johnsburg to Albany and back. During the Seconi 
War with Great Britain he served from September 9th to 20th, 1614 in Capt. James LicDonald's 
Company of Col. Willian Cook's 25th Regiment, New York iiilitia. 

At the time of her marriage to Thomson, Susannah, nee Harris, was already twice a widow. 
She was married first to Mr. Burnhan by whom she had the following children: Rhoda Burnhan, 
b. Dec. 17, 1809, d. Portageville, N.Y., Dec. 20, 1819; Charles Burnham, b. May 12, 1811, d. 
Jan. 1812; Thomas Jefferson Burnham, b. June 24, 1812; and John Lansing Burnham, b. Nov. 10, 
1813, d. Feb. 1814. Susan (Harris) Burnham was married second to hir. Williams by whom she hed 
twin daughters, Diane and Dina Williams, b. Dec. 28, 1815.

June 25, 
1851, Abby G. Sherman, dau. Augustus Sherman of Glens Falls, N.Y. (a descendant of Roger Sher- 
man, signer of the Declaration of Independence). 

At the age of seventeen, Lemon Thomson exchanged his pupil's desk for that of a teacher in 
the local public school and four years later was elected superintendent of the Warren County 
schools. Then after some further preparatory training at Glens Falls Academy, he entered the 
sophamore class at Union College and graduated from that institution in 1850. Thereafter he 
read law with Judge Rosekrans though he never practiced that profession. 

In 1855 Lemon Thomson and his young wife moved to Albany where, in partnership with his 
father-in-law, he went into the lumber business. Their firm, L. Thomson and Co., owned large 
tracts of timber in northern New York and dealt extensively in manufactured lumber. Thomson 
Was a very energetic, capable business man and ranked among the leading merchants and bankers 
of Albany. 

In politics, he was originally a Democrat, but when slavery became the issue, he joined the 
Republican Party. He was a frequent contributor to the papers and periodicals of his day. He 
served the city of Albany as alderman from 1864 to 1867, and in 1882 he was a candidate for 
Congress on the Citizens' ticket. He was an active member of Emanuel Baptist Church. ae *

The Descendants of Wolfert Gerritse Van Kouwenhoven 


On May 24 1630, at what is now New York City, Wolfert Gerritse Van Kouwenhoven, his wife 
Neeltjie, and their teenage sons, Gerrit, Jacob and Pieter, stepped from the ship "Eendracht" 
to the new world of America. This courageous and resolute fanily came fram the little village 
of Kouvenhoven near Amersfoort in the Province of Utrecht, Netherlands. 


They settled first in the colony of Rensselaerswyck on the Hudson near what is now Albany, 
N.Y., where in 1630 the father was Superintendent of Lands for Killian Van Rensselaer. But 
not for long, perhaps it was a dislike of the patroon systen which caused Wolfert in 1636 to 
move down the Hudson and buy land from the Indians on Long Island. He was the first white man 
to settle on what is now Flatlands, Kings Co., N.Y.; he called the area "New Amersfoort", and 
later this section of Brooklyn was known as “Kouwenhoven.” In 1653 he was Conmissioner from 
the Dutch Colony to the Netherlands, in the next year Schepen of New Amsterdam, and in 1657 
Great Burgher. His Long Island home, likely built of clapboard, was surrounded by a stockade 
as protection against the Indians. 


The oldest son of the original immigrant, Gerrit Wolfertse Van Kouwenhoven, born about 1610, 
married Cornelis Cool about 1635 and moved with his father to Long Island where he was Magis- 
trate of Flatlands in 1644. While still a young man he died in 1645, leaving four amall child- 
ren. Gerrit, his children, his brothers and their children were leading citizens of the com- 
munity and active in the Dutch Reformed Church. Among the Dutch families united by marriage 
to these three generations were Bergen, Brinkeroff, Cool(Cole), Cortelyou, Daws, Ditmars, 
Duryea, Debevoise, De Mandeville, Leffert, Lott, Monfoort, Remsen, Schenck, Van Derveer, Van 
Sickelin, Voorhees and Wyckoff. 


Born at Flatlands about 1636, Willem Gerritse Van Couwenhoven, oldest son of Gerrit, mar- 
ried Altie Brinkeroff in 1660 and Janetjie Monfoort in 1665 and had a family of thirteen child- 
ren. He was a Magistrate in Breuckelen (Brooklyn) in 1661-62-64 and later lived on a farm at 
Flatlands which he conveyed in 1709 to his son William. Between 1700 and 1705, six of his 
sons moved with their families to Monmouth Co., N. J., where their surname lost the "Van" to 
become Cowenhoven and Covenhoven. Among the families with whan they intermarried in New 
Jersey were Coambs, Dye, Hendrickson, Luyster, Schenck, Smock, Suydam, Tiltom, Tindall, Updike, 
Williamson, Van Aertsdalen and Van Dorn. 


One of these New Jersey migrants was Jan Willemse Van Couwenhoven, born April 9, 1681; 
about 1705 he married Jacoba Van Derveer and that seme year bought land in Mommouth County. 
His will, proved in 1756, names seven sons, six of whan moved to Penn's Neck in Middlesex Co., 
N.J. The youngest son, Dominicus Covenhoven, married Mary Updike and named five sons in his 
will of 1778. He was in the Revolutionary War and honorably discharged in 1777. Along with 
their many cousins in the war, his sons John, William, Garret and levi served in General 
Washington's immediate commend from which they were discharged in 1783. 


Three sons of Dominicus Covenhoven, Levi born 1757, Peter and Garret, moved to Kentucky, 
where Levi was living in Woodford County in 1793. Here the family was known as Cownover. 
Like many other early settlers of Kentucky, the brothers had trouble because of conflicting 
Virginia land grants. In 1795 Garret and Levi moved to Green Co., Ky. and were active in 
creating the new county of Adair in 1801. There the name became Conover. Kentucky marriages 
with Conover include Bailey, Bennett, Bryant, Douglas, Gilbreath, Haynes, Lane, Montgomery, 
Murrell, Naylor, Overton, Powell, Redmon, Ross, Roy, Sallee, and Stephenson. 


Each generation of this family had its pioneers, pushing on with the migrations from the 
Netherlands, to Long Island, to New Jersey and on westward. Each generation had those who re- 
mained in the land of their father’s choosing and found it good. In 1896, Conovers of Hunter- 
don Co., N.J. began meeting in family reunions, and from that beginning has grown the Van 
Kouwenhoven-Conover Family Association with a present membership of about 300 persons. Any

It is thought to be of Indian origin, but its present owner stated that she has no proof. 

Mrs. Wilson licTeer lifted from the table a huge woodsman's broadaxe with curving handle. 
It had been used in place of an adze for hewing in the pine forests of Michigan. 

Maurice «. Fox brourht part of a collection aczuired from an aunt, a concert artist and 
pianist, who studied in Europe. One item was a silver mg, labeled as one of those given by 
Czar Nicholas II of Russia to his people on his coronation in 16%. 

Mrs. Elijah Hunter Owen spoke on pewter once owned by Thomas Boardman, her husband's 
great-grandfather. She also mentioned silver belonging to other New England ancestors. 

Harry P. Baker, one of our members from Saginaw, drove down with some of his own books, 
part of them small and old, from Bucks County, Pennsylvmia. One was published in 1795. 

At this point Mrs. Raymond Millbrook was requested to tell about her present work of 
writing the history of her native Ness County, Kansas. With the first of it already in print, 
she explained the collecting of letters and photographs to serve as illustrations. 

Miss Irene Dudley gave the story of a silver loving cup. It was given her grandmother in 
1863, by a couple grateful for her help in a railroad wreck. There is a fitting inscription. 
Mrs. Ralph H. Franklin lovingly raised to view a large framed grouping of individual 

photographs showing six beautiful women of her family. They are her grandmother and five 
daughters. All photographs were taken at different times, and always in youth. ‘The proud 
mother of the daughters is shown on her eighteenth birthday, while the daughter who became ” 





Mrs. Franklin's mother is as she was on her twenty-first birthday. 

Mrs. Reginald P. Paterson displayed before a breathless audience an exquisite quilt 
which she had just finished with her own hands. The quilt contains 6439 pieces. 

Miss Lucy Mary Kellogg unfolded a most astonishing array of maps -- large, colorful, and 
often pictorial. They are unique and valuable guides for North American travel, featuring 
New England, New York, and the Middle West. Many were issued for anniversaries. 

Mrs. Alleen McKee Wright opened a diary of 1845 found in an old trunk in Ohio. Also in 
that trunk were letters of 1844, with date which started Mrs. Wright's genealogical research. 

lot Merrill explained his collections of Christmas seals, other seals, and cigar bands. 

Mrs. Stephen M. Cotter brought a valuable Directory of Boston, published in 1809. 

Frank Roy Kepler had a very large cardboard exhibit, a record of the Jacob Kepler fanily. 
It comprised numerous items from many places, assembled and labeled in colorful manner. 

Mr. Robinson spoke again to conclude the program, this time about his collecting silver. 
He showed several pieces, some of it with unusual patterns, some more of French Canadian 
origin, and finally a much cherished spoon inherited from his great-great-grandmother. 


This May meeting also included the annual election of officers. By unanimous vote, the 
past year's officers were reelected, except for one officer who felt unable to continue. She 
was Mrs. Alleen hickKee Wright, Corresponding Secretary, who asked to be relieved because of 
other obligations.

LETTER TO JENNY HUNTER 


. * Dear Jenny: 
How WAS your vacation? Did you take half as many clothes and twice as much money as 
vacation-planners all tell you? Being on an ancestor hunt, did you find half of what you 
were hunting and twice as much as you didn't expect? Did the information and records you 
found substantiate the family records you had to begin with? Is the legend true? Sooner or 
later, you have to evaluate your evidence and it might be well worthwhile to review and take 
inventory before you start again this fall. ‘hat do you have? What have you done? What do 
you need? Are your records so far reliable, complete and clear? 

Perhaps a Revolutionary ancestor left a tale of service at the battle of Saratoga -- but 
the record is that he was but 5 years old when Saratoga was fought. Don't discard the legend 
entirely; it might have some truth which belongs elsewhere. In this case, I suspect that the 
leg wounded at Saratoga actually belonged to "Ole Fibber's" father-in-law and I'm writing up 
the story as "traditional" until I can find proof. 

Some 40-odd years ago, a remote cousin wrote that Greatgrandmother Alton's maiden name was 
"Rachel Blood", which, even phonetically, has no resemblance to the "Silence leach" of record. 
Only after further search did we discover that Greatgrandfather Alton's mother was a Blood and 
that his daughter "Roxy" was probably named for his sister Rachel. The legend had value be- 
cause it led us to check Blood family records. 

Do the dates match? Do you cast suspicion on a record of the birth of Sarah's daughter in 

1695 when Sarah herself was only born in 1688? You're not surprised when you find that Sarah, 
b. 1688, was the second wife and stepmother of Sarah, b. 1695. 

Are you alert for "lost" generations? A query in the Boston Transcript asked if Wm. Alton 
married Mercy, widow of Joseph Eliot, b. about 1650 -- or Mercy, their daughter, b. about 
1678? Since William and Mercy had suns born 1720-1742, you settle for Joseph's granddaughter 
Mercy, b. about 1700, as the right mother for William's sons. 

Samuel Lewis’ tombstone says he was born in Washington County, N.Y. -- but the 1855 N.Y. 
State Census says "born in Rensselaer County". Which do I take? Chances are that the 1855 
census might be based on information from the man himself, while the tombstone was put up by 
his widow. When I can go there, I'm going to search for lewis data in church records in all 
the towns on both sides of the Rensselaer-Washington county line. 

\ How good are the records you have made so far? Did you take adequate notes and cite au- 

~ e thorities? Or do you need to review and expand your early notes? When I was first exposed 
to the fun and frustrations of genealogy, I made notes and wrote up families rather sketchily. 
I need to expand many references which lack author, page, complete title, etc. It isn't so 
hard to go back and find a page in a family genealogy, but how about "Essex Inst. Coll." with 
no page or volume number. (The current volume is No. 90!) Some town histories have separate 
paging for the history and for the family genealogies and often come in more than one edition. 

Sometimes I neglected to put down the location for a vital record or I gave a man a mili- 
tary title without stating his service. Children were listed in a group without giving the 
source, whether so named in a will, if the list was complete, etc. A second wife or husband 
may show up in a footnote but I wasn't too particular. aA second husband's name can be pretty 
important if you want to check the mother's probate record. 

The incident that started me checking my early work came recently when I assured a friend 
-- oh so confidently! -- "You have the wrong wife for John Pratt. Hannah Boosey was the mo- 
ther of his children." Hannah Boosey's mother had been a favorite among my ancestresses. 
How well I remember gleefully announcing to my prohibitionist parent that he was descended 
from a woman convicted of selling rum to the Indians. (Among all the ancestral deacons, de- 
puties, civic leaders and other sterling characters famed for good deeds, a downright rascal 
is sometimes refreshing.) So I told my friend Sgt. Joseph Pratt's mother was Hannah Boosey 
and I would give her all data I had on the Boosey family. A quick trip to the library to 
check references confirmed my statement, but this time I checked all the references and found 
in the probate abstract for the second wife, Hepzibah(Wyatt)(Pratt)Sadd, a bequest to her dau- 
i ghter Susannah Merrells -- who had been my Susannah Pratt. I reluctantly removed the whole 

Boosey family, including Alice the Bootlegger, from my books. 

My No. 1 project for this fall is to check my own records to see what I have, how well it 
is documented with reliable references, and what I need to complete the story of each family. 


Said project will probably take me all winter.

Lists of Revolutionary pensioners for Blount, Monroe and Roane Cos., Tenn. include no one 
named Lusk, and only one Boyd, William of Roane Co., who was 84 years old in 1840. 

Mr. Willis Boyd, a genealogist of Adairsville, Ga., who is said (1944) to have canpiled 
much data on the Boyds of this region, might be able to help.
